MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


The American Epvucation Society 
held its Twenty-Seventh Annual Meeting 
in the vestry of Park Street Church, Boston, 
May 29, 1843, at half past 3 o’clock, P. M. 

Hon. Samvet T. Armstronc, Vice 
President of the Society, took the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
Rev. Leonarv Bacon, D. D., of New 
Haven, Ct. 

Rev. Wittiam L. Maruer, of Wiscas- 
set, Me., was appointed Clerk. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting, 
and the Minutes of a Special Meeting of 
the Society, held October 19, 1842, were 
read by the Secretary. 
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The reading of the Report of the Direc- 
tors was deferred, to be read at the public 


| meeting to be held in the evening. 
| A letter from Hon. Samurt Hupsarp, 


LL. D., President of the Society, declining 
a re-election, on account of the pressing 


_demands upon his time from other public 


duties, was read by the Secretary. 

The Secretary read a letter from Rev. 
Francis Wayzranpn, D. D., President of 
Brown University, resigning his place as a 
Corporate Member of the Society. 

The Secretary also stated that the Hon. 
Priny Currer had requested to be ex- 
cused from longer serving as Auditor. 

The Rev. Heman Humpurey, D. D., 
chairman of the committee appointed at the 
Special Meeting in October, to revise the 
Rules of the Society, read an elaborate Re- 
port; in which the committee recommended 
the adoption of a number of Resolutions, 
intended to effect certain changes in the 
Constitution and Rules. 


Voted, To consider each of the Resolu- 
tions separately. 

The first Resolution being under con- 
sideration, which was in the following 
words, viz: 


Resolved, That no aid be given to any 
candidate for assistance, before the com- 
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mencement of the college course, or before 
the candidate has completed two years of 
classical study ; and that no aid be given to 
any, afler the college course :— 


It was moved to amend the Resolution 
by striking out the words, “and that no 
aid be given to any, after the college 
course.”’ 

Pending the discussion of this motion, 
the time for adjournment having nearly 
arrived, it was 

Voted, That when the Society adjourn 
after the public exercises this evening, it 
be to meet at half past eight o'clock to- 


morrow morning in the Lecture Room of 
the Central Church, in Winter Street. 


The officers of the Society for the en- 
suing year, were then chosen, 

Adjourned to attend the public exercises 
of the Anniversary in Park Street meeting 
house at half past 7 o'clock. 

Met according to adjournment.

This Resolution was supported in an 
address by Rev. Mr. Apams. 

Addresses were also made by Rev. He- 
mAN Hvumpeurey, D. D., President of 
Amherst College, and Rev. Leonarp Ba- 
con, D. D., of New Haven, Ct. 

After singing the Christian Doxology, 





the Benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
Dr. Woops, of Andover, and the Society 
adjourned to meet at half past 8 o'clock, on 
Tuesday morning. 


Tuesday, May 30. Met according to ad- 
journment. 

The President took the chair. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Emer- 
son, of Andover. 

After the reading of the Resolutions re- 
ported by the Committee, the question 
recurred on the motion to amend the first 
Resolution. 

A motion was made and seconded to lay 
the whole subject of the Report of the 
Committee on the table. 

This motion, after discussion, was re- 
jected. 

The question on the amendment, as 
above, then returned; and, after further 
discussion, was decided in the affirmative. 
Yeas 32, nays 3. 

The Resolution as amended, was then 
adopted unanimously. 

The other Resolutions reported by the 
Committee were then taken up, one by one, 
and passed unanimously. 

The Report of the Committee with the 
Resolutions entire, as amended, was adop- 
ted and ordered to be printed. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Ponp, the meet- 
ing united with Rev. President Hopkins, 
of Williams College, in an offering of pray- 
erand thanksgiving to God, for the har- 
monious and happy result to which the 
business had been brought. 

Votes of thanks were then passed to the 
Hon. Samuet Huesarp, LL.

Of this number 304 are connected 
with the Parent Socicty ; 100 with the 
Central American Education Society ; 
twenty-four with the Education Society 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Chureh ; 
and thirty-one with the Board of Edu- 
cation of the German Reformed Church. 

The whole number who have been 
under the patronage of the Society from 
the beginning is 3,482. 


Number Received.—Ouly twenty-six

the year; seventeen by the Parent 
Board, and nine by the Board at New 
York. 

It will be seen by this statement that 
the number of new applicants for aid 
from this source in preparing for the 
sacred ministry is at present very small.

Probably no other year in the history 
of the Society has witnessed a greater 
mortality in proportion to the number 
pursuing their course of study. Not 
only the relatives, and companions in

Receipts.—The receipts into the 
Treasury of the Parent Society and of 
all the Branch Societies, excepting 
those connected with the Central 
American Education Society, at New 
York, during the year ending April 
30th, have been $21,609 96. To this 
isto be added $2,352, the amount of 
appropriations made by the Central 
American Education Society, and re- 
ported to the Parent Board; for which 
it has been usual for the Treasurer to 
include an equal sum in the aggregate 
of the Society’s receipts, as exhibited 
in his Annual Report. The amount of 
receipts as there stated will then stand

year, the fairest criterion of the amount 
of pecuniary patronage given to the 
object, in comparing one year with 
another, is seen in that proportion of 
the annual income which accrues from 
the regular contributions of the church- 
es. Judging from this standard, it| 
appears that the Education Society has 
gained ground in New England during 
the year which has now closed ; inas- 
much as its income from the contribu- 
tions of the churches has exceeded that 
of the previous year more than a 
thousand dollars, or about eight and a 
half per cent. This fact, though a 
small consideration in itself, will appear 
the more encouraging when it is stated, 
that, with a single exception, the con- 
tributions of every year since 1836, 
until the present year, have been con- 
tinually falling short of those of the 


year before. The entire decrease from | 


that time to the present, even with the 
small improvement of the past year to 
relieve the statement, has exceeded 
fifty per cent. It may be hoped that 
the long ebbing tide has reached its 
lowest mark, and is beginning again to 
return. 

It is gratifying to the Directors in 
this connection to state, as a probable 
indication of the favorable influence of 





the Special Meeting, that the greatest 


of the expenditure of that Society is 
recognized in the transactions of the 
Parent Board. But this should be 
considered as distinct from the expen- 
ditures of the Parent Society, -except 
for the purpose of showing the corres- 
pondence of the present statement with 
the Treasurer’s Report. 

The expenditures of the Central 
American Education Society, and of 
the Organizations connected with it, as 
appears from their ‘Treasurer’s state- 
ment, have amounted to $12,104 37; 
being $75 less than the receipts of that 
Society. The whole aggregate of ex- 
penditures, therefore, for the year is 


| $29,290 54. 


Returning now tothe Parent Society : 
If we deduct the expenditures from the 
receipts, there remains a balance of 
$4,423 79. 

Of this sum, $633 82 has been ap- 
propriated towards the payment of the 
debt; being the whole amount of re- 
funded money received since the Quar- 
terly meeting of the Board in January; 
which by a vote of the Board passed at 
that meeting was directed to be so 
applied, together with all sums to be 
refunded hereafter until the debt is 
extinguished, 

The balance, $3,789 97, remains in 
the Treasury ; it being the intention of 
the Directors, on account of the neces- 
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sities of the young men now depending 
upon the Society for assistance, to 
apply it to current use, rather than to 
the immediate reduction of the debt. 

But according to the customary 
mode of exhibiting the finances, the 
present debt of the Society stands, as 
stated in the Treasurer’s Report, at 
$31,116 02; being a reduction from 
last year of $4,423 79; which is the 
excess of the income above the dis- 
bursements for the year. 

The Directors have felt themselves 
imperiously called upon, on account of 
the inadequacy of the Society’s income 
to meet the necessities of the young 
men who are depending upon it for 
assistance, to cut off every expenditure 
incurred for the support of the estab- 
lishment which could by any possibility 
be dispensed with, consistently with 
the efforts immediately necessary for 
the collection of funds and the most 
efficient management of its concerns. 
In order to accommodate themselves 
to their circumstances, and to the 
peculiar state of the times, they may 
possibly have gone further in this pro- 
cess of curtailment than a large view 
of the progress of the Society, in times 
of high pecuniary prosperity, might 
seem to require. The most rigid 
economy, however, compatible with an 
energetic prosecution of the great de- 
sign of the Institution, they would 
deem it their duty alike in all cireum- 
stances to study and pursue. On this 
principle it has been that one curtail- 
ment after another has been made 
within the last two years, to the effect 
of reducing the afnual expenses of the 
Society, in the particulars above re- 
ferred to, more than three thousand 
dollars. 


Permanent Funds.—The permanent 
funds, as stated in the ‘Treasurer’s 
Report, amount to $73,006 31. This 
is a reduction from the amount as it 
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| stood last year of $2,141 77; which has 
_been occasioned by a deficiency in the 
sum realized during the year from the 
sale of property bequeathed, compared 
with the estimated value when received 
by the Society several years since. 


Amount Refunded.—This has been 
considerably less the last year than for 
‘several years previous. The amount 
‘is $2,157 05. It has all been applied 
to current use excepting the small sum 
of $633 82, which has been received 
| since the vote of the Board, in January, 
setting apart the income from this 
source toward the payment of the debt. 
The great difficulty of obtaining money 
at present, is doubtless the principal 
reason why so little has been returned 
to the Treasury by those from whom 





it has become due. 

The propriety of devoting whatever 
income there may be from this source 
to the reduction of the debt, is mani- 
fest from the fact that the debt was 
chiefly contracted in past years to sus- 

tain the men who have finished their 





course of study. 


Appropriations.—These have been 
continued regularly through the year, 
at half the usual amount; i. e. $10 each 
quarter, or $40 for the year. It was 
thought that the limited amount which 
the Society would probably be able to 
grant during the year, would be more 
serviceable to the young men if dis- 
tributed quarterly, and promptly paid, 
than if paid at more distant and uncer-

They entered upon it with a deeper 
sense of responsibility, perhaps, than 
ever before, under a conviction that, in 
all probability, it must embrace one of

| things in the state of the public mind 


-which operated unfavorably to the 
_ prosperity of the Society, the Directors 
| were at no loss to perceive and under- 
stand ; and they have generally had the 
‘confidence to anticipate, that time and 
the silent developments of Providence 


| would bring an antidote to their influ- 
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ence. They had also great reliance on | 
the intrinsic excellence of the object in | 
all its great features; and on its real | 
adaptation to meet an essential want, | 
created by the circumstances of the 
churches in our country, as well as by | 
the Christian enterprises for the salva- 
tion of the world in which these | 
churches are engaged. They had 
great reliance on these considerations, 
as having power to establish themselves 
more clearly than ever in the convic- 
tions of the intelligent friends of re- 





ligion when the present peculiar crisis | 
should have passed by. Stull, however, | 
the Directors were deeply sensible that 
the consequences of existing evils must 
for the present be disastrous in a la- 
mentable degree; and if they should be 
prolonged and aggravated, that they 
might be even fatal to the Society itself. 
They were aware that it was not im- 
possible that their best efforts to sustain 
the cause might be obstructed by other 
difficulties in the state of the public 
mind, than those of which they had 
been clearly apprised. There seemed 
to be some undefinable ground of dis- 
trust. The appeals which were once 
effectual scemed with many to have 
lost their power. Nor was it always 
easy, considering how nobly the 
churches had come to the rescue of 
other objects, to account for the feeble- 
ness of the response when the exigen- 
cies of this were spread before them. 
Not a few had discontinued their 
annual contributions; and the income 
from this important source was so 
much diminished, that it was with 
difficulty the Board could find means 
for paying appropriations to young 
men of half the usual amount. 


SPECIAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY, 


In these circumstances of trying | 
responsibility, the Directors, when at 
length they perceived that many of the 





friends of religion, and those interested 


in other benevolent objects not less 
than in this, began to participate in the 
anxious solicitude with which they 
had been exercised, decided that the 


occasion was urgent and the opportu- 


nity favorable for submitting the whole 
subject to the consideration of the 
Society, at a meeting to be called for 
that special object. ‘The season of the 
Annual Meeting as hitherto arranged, 


allows but little time for such delibera- 


tions. It was therefore determined to 
calla Special Meeting of the Society, 
embracing the Corporate and Honorary 
members, to meet in Boston on the 19th 


| October, 1842. This meeting was held 


agreeably to appointment, and was at- 
tended by a highly respectable repre- 
sentation from different parts of New 
England, from the Middle States, and 
from some of the Western States. 
Clergymen present who were not 
members of the Society were invited 
to give their aid, and they participated 
freely in the discussions of the meeting. 
Letters were also read, which had been 
addressed to the Secretary by a con- 
siderable number who were unable to 
be present, in which the views of the 
writers were freely expressed, and in 
some cases elaborately drawn out. At 
this meeting the thoughts of many hearts 
were revealed; an extensive inter- 
change of views in regard to the cause 
of ministerial education was promoted ; 
and the Directors, who, after submit- 
ting a statement of the reasons for 
calling the meeting, with a few leading 
points of inquiry which seemed to 
demand attention, remained for the 
most part in the position of listeners 
and learners, were assisted to compre- 
hend somewhat more clearly the na- 
ture of the difficulties which had 
proved a hindrance to their more 
recent efforts. 

It was no part of the object of the 
Directors in calling this Special Meet- 
ing, to force up atall events a new 
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demonstration of interest in the So- 
ciety; nor to embody and send out an 


expression of opinion in its” favor, 


Which might by the mere weight of 


authority overawe and control the 
judgment of individual ministers and 
Christians. They rather sought to 
bring out from every legitimate source 
a fair and full expression of individual 
sentiments, to give opportunity for a 
full discussion of doubts and diflicul- 
ties, as they might be found to present 


themselves to the minds of Christians 


at large, in reference to any of the) 


practical features of the system. After 


such a revelation and comparison of 
views as might thus be had, with due | 


discussion and deliberation, aecompa- 
nied with prayer for the divine diree- 
tion, it was believed that substantial 


unanimity would be attained upon 


solid grounds; and that the result 
would ultimately shape itself aright in 
the hands of those on whose cordial 
and steady support the cause must 
depend for its prosperity. The general 
approbation with which the proposal 


was received, and the lively interest | 


taken in the subject by the meeting 
when assembled, have confirmed the 
Board in the belief that the measure 
Was wise in its design, aud will be 
useful in its influence. 

The discussions at the Special Meet- 
ing were continued through three 
entire days. An official account of the 
proceedings, accompanied by the State- 
ment submitted by the Board of Direc- 
tors, was published and distributed 
through the medium of the Society’s 
Quarterly Journal; and a sketch of the 
discussions on ali the most important 
points were widely circulated through 
the columns of the religious papers. 
In speaking of the results of the meet- 
ing, therefore, only a brief reference to 
the particulars which have been spread 
before the public will be requisite in 


this place. 
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| The three great questions which 
leame up for consideration were: First, 
Whether the principle on which the 
Society is tounded—viz., that of fur- 
nishing assistance to indigent young 
men preparing for the ministry, is a 
correct principle; Second, Whether it 
is expedient to maintain a_ general 
organization, like those of our great 
benevolent Societies, for the promotion 
of this object; and Third, Whether the 
system on which the American Educa- 
tion Society is at present organized, 
considered in its practical details, is 
the best that in the circumstances can 
be devised. 

The two first points of inquiry, after 


‘every suggestion which seemed worthy 

to receive attention had been patiently 
canvassed, were decided with great 
unanimity in the affirmative. In a 
brief Address to the Public, adopted 
and sent forth by the meeting, this 
part of their deliberations and the con- 
clusion to which they came is referred 
to in the following emphatic terms: 


| This Society was intended to meet an 
exvisling want ;—to call forth, under the 
pressing exigencies of the church, further 
aid for the accomplishment of those great 
designs which Providence has so plainly 
-et before us. 

Has that want ceased? Have the exigen- 
cies which gave rise to the Society passed 
away? To this question we have first di- 
rected our attention, with all the interest 
‘which so momentous a subject is fitted to 
create. ‘The result has been a growing 
conviction on every mind, that the causes 

which led to the formation of this Society, 

‘continue to exist in their full extent. 
Though a few of our settlements have a 
larger supply of ministers than at a former 
period, we find abundant evidence in the 
constant and rapid growth of our country, 
the increasing demand in our new settle- 
ments, for a more enlightened ministry, 
jand the widening extent of the missionary 
field abroad, thet the period is far distant at 
' which our churches can dispense with such 
an organ asthe American Education So- 
ciety, without a sacrifice of some of their 
| highest duties to God and to man.” 


A Committee of which Rev. Leonard 
Woods, D. D., of Andover, was chairman, 
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submitted a Report on these points, in| 
which they speak as follows : 

Your Committee consider the plan 
of affording to indigent and pious young 
men assistance in some sense and in 


some degree gratuitous, in preparing 
for the ministry, as having resulted not 
from speculation, but from sober ex- | 
perience. It was found to be a fact, 
that an adequate supply of ministers 
for the Missionary field, and for the 
Home service, could not be had from 


those who possessed the means of 
educating themselves. It was indeed | 
true, that many young men who were | 
in indigent circumstances, attempted | 
to prepare themselves for the ministry. | 
But for the most part those who were 
left without gratuitous aid, were com- 





| 
pelled either to relinquish the dine | 
entirely, or to enter the ministry with | 
avery partial education. Many even | 
of those who had some degree of 
assistance from benevolent individuals, 
felt it necessary to leave their studies | 
at College, and their theological studies | 
in the midst of a regular course. Such | 
was the general fact before the plan | 
was in good earnest adopted, of aflord- | 
ing gratuitous aid to those who were | 
indigent. And on the solid ground of | 


past experience, we are convinced that | 


should gratuitous aid be now withheld, 
a large portion of those who are ina 


course of training for the ministry, | 
would pursue other vocations, and 
another portion would seek admission 
into the sacred office with a very in- 
adequate and superficial preparation. 
And so the design of having an able 
and learned as well as pious ministry, 
could not be carried into effect. 

The effort to train up indigent young | 
men of proper qualifications for the | 
service of the church, has been gener- 
ally regarded as essential to the suecess 
of all our other benevolent enterprises. 
And our deliberate opinion is, that that 
is a just view of the matter. And if 
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this species of charity should be sus- 
pended for only a few years, the ex- 
periment we think would lead to 
results which good men would most 


heartily deplore. The present want of 
well qualified missionaries for the 


foreign field and for our own country, 
would unquestionably be more than 


‘doubled, and a very large part of the 


usual supply of ministers for our 
churehes would be cut off. It seems 
to us evident, that if, through the op- 
eration of any causes whatever, the 
efforts of the benevolent to educate 
indigent young men for the ministry 
should cease, even for a few years, we 
should be involved in unspeakable 
difficulty and distress, in regard to all 
the interests of Christianity; and an 
injury would be inflicted on the cause 
of the church, which could not be 
easily repaired. 

It must be admitted then, that gra- 
tuitous aid of some kind, in educating 
men for the sacred office, is indispen- 
sable. But the question remains, 
whether a General Organization is ne- 
cessary; or whether such a sacred 
charity may not be applied to greater 
advantage in some other way. It 
may be thought that this concern can 
be safely intrusted to spontaneous in- 
dividual generosity,—or to the charity 
of the churches, or to the guardians of 
each Academy, College, and Seminary, 
or to the smaller clerical bodies, as 
Associations, Conferences, or Presby- 
teries. We say, the smaller clerical 
bodies. For if a large ecclesiastical 
body undertakes this work, it must 
shape itself for this very purpose, and 
must appoint a Board of Managers, 
Agents, and other officers; and so must 
fully assume the character of a general 
organization. A general organization 
will equally exist, whether it be found 
in a large voluntary association of men 
formed for the very purpose, or whether 
it be engrafted on a large ecclesiastical 
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body which previously existed, for other | whole concern to well qualified trust- 
purposes ; and in both cases the organ- | worthy men, who should act for them 


ization would be equally voluntary, 


so far as relates to the education of 


ministers. 

The question before us is, whether 
any general organization is called for. 

And your Committee are persuaded 
that an organization of the general 
character referred to is, in various 
respects decidedly preferable to any 
other way of accomplishing the object. 
First, it is preferable in respect to a 


judicious selection and education of 


those young men who shall be trained 
up for the ministry. How can it be 
expected as a general thing, that mer- 
chants, farmers, mechanics, or other 
benevolent individuals, or that churches 
whether larger or smaller, will be as 
able to judge of the intellectual and 
moral qualifications of those youth who 
shall be the objects of their pious 
charities, as a body of men whom they 
can appoint for the purpose? And 
how can it be expected that such in- 
dividuals or churches will be able to 
devote the time and attention which 
will be necessary to a safe appropria- 
tion of their pious bounty ? 

One of the circumstances which first 
led to a general organization, was found 
in this very matter. Benevolent men 
said to ministers of the gospel: “ We 
are ready to furnish the funds neces- 
sary to educate pious young men for 
the ministry, but we cannot be bur- 


dened with the business of distributing | 


the funds to suitable individuals, or 
with the care of their education. Form 
a society for that purpose, and we will 
supply the means of accomplishing the 
object.” And if the business were 
now thrown upon individuals or church- 
es, they would, after a short trial and 
even a partial acquaintance with the 
difficulties of the undertaking, come 
undoubtedly to the same result; and 
would insist upon committing the 


in executing their pious designs, 

Other considerations were urged by the 
Committee, showing the advantage of a 
general organization in respect to the raising 

of funds, and as conducing to the perma- 

_nence of this species of Christian charity. 


CHANGES IN THE SYSTEM OF RULES. 


| 
| The third point, relating to the de- 
tails of the system as at present pur- 
sued by the Society, engaged the atten- 
tion of the meeting, in one way and 
another, during no inconsiderable part 
of the time they were in session, ‘This 
branch of the discussion, it was very 
natural to expect, would elicit a greater 
diversity of views than that which re- 
lated to the fundamental principles of 
the Institution. Nor was it found to 
be at all practicable to come to a satis- 
factory conclusion in respect to it, with- 
out more time, and a more minute 
attention to facts and circumstances 
than it was competent for the meeting 
in its embodied capacity to give. After 
having clearly come to the conclusion, 
therefore, that the present system of 
Rules ought to be revised, it was de- 
cided to place that whole subject in 
the hands of an able Committee, which 
should be so constituted as fairly to 
represent the different views and pre- 
ferences expressed in the meeting ; by 
them to be matured and again present- 
ed for the consideration of the Society 
at their Annual Meeting. On this 
point, the Address before referred to 
thus speaks: 

| « How far is the system on which this 
| Society is conducted, of a nature to secure 
| the end for which it was framed ?—To this 
point we have given an attentive and pro- 
longed consideration, and have listened to 
every suggestion that could be made for its 
improvement. The system has of course 
been experimental from the first ; and has 
been changed from time to time, as circum- 


stances seemed to require. After a long 
and serious consideration, we have seen

To aid in this revision, we have appointed 
a large Committee, whose labors wiil be 
continued during the approaching winter, 
and who will report the result of their 


inquiries at the next Annual Meeting of 


the Society. 

‘“ We are firmly persuaded, as the result 
of our deliberations, that the system can be 
so modified as to secure these objects ; and 
that if these objects are secured, the Society 
will enjoy the confidence of the Christian 


public. The ends which it proposes com | 


mend themselves to every heart which 
loves the Redeemer and the souls of men; 
and we close our session with the fullest 
confidence that this end ean be attained, 
to a most animating extent, by the future 
labors of the American Education Society.”

This Committee had two sessions 
during the winter; at the first of which, 
a session prolonged through four days, 
every member was present except one, 
who was prevented from attending by 
sickness. It will be seen that a deep 
interest has been taken by them in the 
subject, and great pains bestowed upon 
its Investigation. 


The Committee, through their Chairman, 
Rev. Dr. Humphrey, submitted the result 
of their inquiries and deliberations in an 
elaborate Report, at the Annual Meeting ; 
which after a free and full discussion, as 
noticed in the Minutes of that meeting on 
a previous page, was adopted, after amend- 


‘ith a}ment ina single point, with almost entire 


unanimity. Our limits in this number of 
the Journal do not permit of our giving 
extended extracts from the body of this 
Report. We may perhaps publish it entire 
in the next number. The outlines of the 
system hereafter to be pursued are em- 
braced in the following 
RESOLUTIONS. 


1. That no aid be given to any candidate 
for assistance before the commencemnt of 
the College course, or before the candidate 
has completed taco years of classical study. 

2. That aid be given only to those 
students, who, being in other respects 
qualified, are proved by the testimony of 
their instructors to be making good pro- 
ficiency in their studies.

6. That the appropriating Committee for 
each College or Theological Seminary, 
shall renew their inquiries respecting each 
individual before each successive appropria- 
tion, and shall particularly ascertain from

7. That aid given to each student be
